ground. 


They -were rescued by pursuing 


soldiers -who directed them in their 
return to the train.

ten dollars each that the member is willing to take in the 
enterprise, amounting to fifty thousand dollars. The 
Civic Club is to be congratulated on the work it ha- 
done during the pa*t year and particularly upon the in- 
terest shown in the Club to the extent that there is a 
thought that a Club House is needed and that the or- 
ganization is of sufficient importance to make such an 
investment worth while. This speaks well for the lead- 
ership of the Civic Club and for the enthusiasm which 
must be among its members. 


t However, there are some things that occur to n* 


which might well be said relating to Elyria and its 
dubs and other organization-, which are' trying and 
some of them against great odds, to perform their func- 
tions. TTe have spoken before of the fact that with all 
the values that come from clubs, there are certain 
weaknesses in the organization of clubs and in carrying 
them on. Clubs tend to exclusiveness: they militate 
against the principles of democracy: they sap life and 
vigor which are needed many times in other directions 
Money is directed through them into channels which are 
unimportant and in some cases, actually valueless, and 
enterprises that are really worth while languish not onlv 
because the lack of rnouy but from the need of the ser- 
vice of men and women which service is being directed 
along less permanent and less valuable lines. ° 


There are some great needs in Elyria. We have no 


public auditorium that we might calf a community cen- 
ter or for the community's exclusive benefit. " The 
American Legion some time ago passed a resolution 
looking toward the erection of such a structure and at 
that time, it was suggested that not only might such a 
building be erected in which a public auditorium would 
be had, but club rooms and possibly the city 
office* 


could be in the same building and we could build it as 
a great city's enterprise. This would be n. mev well ex- 
pended and a monument enduring and valuable. 


Our 1. TV. C. A. which is doing such magnificent 


work needs larger accomodations. and it could use both 
leadership and means in enlarging its work in mental. 
physical and spiritual training of the young women. All 
of our churches are in need of larger incomes for the 
meeting of local demands and of carrying on the labor- 
in other fieds. of which the local churches are a part 
One or two of them is in distress for proper accomoda- 
tions for their congregations and the problem of a few 
thousand dollars more or less, is a serious one to the*e 
folks. Then again there is the hospital. Were it W 
for the fact that some men are devoting prar-tically 
every spare hour and at the same time contributing 
largely to its needs, it would have to close its doors. It 
has a bond selling campaign on now and the sirk. the 
maimed and the crippled are all calling upon us to do 
our'best for this institution.
